The Religions World. 

In Glasgow, Scotland, 1,700 
young people have been con' 
verted in connection with the 
labors o» Kev. E. F. Hammond. 

The Channel Islands are the 
most (omp)etely Methodist pop- 
ulation in the world. Out of 
less than 90,000 inhabitants, the 
Metbodist chapels supply sittings 
for 18,000. 

During the past year 300 con- 
versions were reported among 
the Cherokee Indians, who now 
have over 2,000 Baptists among 
them. In the whole Indian Ty. 
there are about 6,000 Baptists. 

A member of a church in the 
interior of Japan, when asked 
about their minister, replied,, 
"We have no minister, all the 
seventy members of our church 
are ministers, both men and 
women." 

The United Brethren in 
Christ of Pennsylvania, have 
purchased a tract of laud on the 
ocean front at Cape May Point, 
N. J., for a camp-meeting site, 
and will begin at ouee.the erect- 
ion of suitable buildings. 

A clergyman in St, Louis says 
that the aggregate church atten- 
dance in that city is 10,000, while 
on a recent Sunday 40,000 pew- 
yle witnessed a cowboy exhibi- 
tion, 20,000 people attended 
base ball games, 20,000 spent the 
day in beer gardens, and 5,000 
heard "Bob" Ingersol. 

The American Bible Society 
arranged to give each person 
visiting the New Orleans Expo- 
sition, on Louisiana Day, a sou- 
venir containing a verse of Scrip- 
ture in 24*2 different languages, 
in which the Bible and Testa- 
ment are printed. Thousands of 
tbe souvenirs were thus distribu- 
ted. 

A society was formed in Ja- 
pan a year ago called "Nippon 
Seisho Notomo, " — Japanese 
Friends of the Bible, — which 
now numbers eighteen hundred 
members. Its object is to pro- 
mote the study of the Bible, and 
each member is required to 
promiee to read a portion of 
Scripture daily. A special list 
ot readings is prepared. 

An immense Buddhist temple, 
burned twenty years ago, is be- 
ing rebuilt in Kioto. It is of 
the most expensive wood, and 
will cost more than three mil- 
lion dollars, raised entirely by 
voluntary contributions. More 
than a ton of large ropes, made 
of their own hair contributed by 
the women of Japan, will be 
used to haul tbe timbers for the 
temple to their places. This 
temple is to be s Mecca for the 
faithful all over the empire. 

The annoal meeting of the 
Western Tract Society was held 
in the First Presbyterian church, 
Cincinnati, May 11, D. J. Fallis, 
Esq, in the chair. The treas- 
urers report showed receipts 
during the year, including prev- 
ious balance, $24,165.62, and 
expenditures, I2S.506.52. From 
the Secretary's report we learn 
that during tbe fear $25,102.70 
worth ot literature, was circu- 
lated, including $3,262.77 worth 
donated to the mission schools, 
tract distributers, etc. 


A new division nf the Salva- 
tion Army, just organized in 
London, goes under the title of 
the "Cellar, Garret, and Gutter 
Brigade. 

It is estimated that there were 
40,000 additions to Methodist and 
25.000 to Presbyterian chutchee, 
in the Western States in the first 
three months of tbis year. 

Few people can form any just 
idea of the immense capacity of 
thecathedralsof Europe, even by 
the aid of figures. St. Peter's 
Church at Kome holds 58,000 
people; the Cathedral at Milen, 
40,000, and St. Paul's at Kome, 
38,000. The Coleeeum at Rome 
is said to have had a capacity ot 
87,000. 

When a statute was made in 
Queen Elizabeth's reign, that all 
should come to church, the pa- 
pists sent to Rome to know tbe 
Pope's pleasure. lie returned 
them this answer, it is said. 
"Sid tbe Catholics in England 
give me their heart, and let tbe 
Queen take tbe rest." His sub- 
ject thou art whom thou crown- 
e»t in thy heart, and not whom 
ilii.ni tlstterest with thy tips. 


Seeing and Hearing. 

Well that is what our.eyes and 
ears .are given us for, and the 
writer has the following to offer 
as a result ef some observations 
made within the past ten days, 
beginning with the third Lord's 
day of the month, May 17. 

On this day being with the 
Brethren at Bear Creek, I 
preached in the morning upon 
the theme, "Christian Progres- 
siou," as founded upon the words 
of the Lord by St. Paul, Phil. 3: 
13 : 14. In the afternoon filled 
an appointment in School-house 
No. 12. Two have recently 
been added by baptism to the 
Brethren at Bear Creek. 

On the liUb, the German Bap- 
tists beld their feast at the Old 
Bear Creek meeting house, near 
the Brethren's jew, commodious 
house of worship. The most 
striking things heard and seen 
here were in the preaching and 
in the near approach to the sin- 
gle mode ot feet washing. L. 
Teeter, of Hagerstown, Indiana, 
when speaking npon the theme 
— the Gospel the power of God, 
etc,, in almost the same breath 
commended aud denounced the 
good government ot our country, 
saying it was good and very lib- 
eral, most too liberal allowing us 
to worship God according to the 
dictates ot our own consciences; 
that it gave us too much liberty, 
aud therefore, he thought it was 
wrong in that. What he wanted 
in order to make this govern- 
ment just right for himself in 
tnat particular, is left for us to 
conjecture, Was it bis desire 
that the G. B. sect (for such Eld. 
Isaac Price said it made itself 
recently) with its mandatory 
creed, as formulated at its late 
annual conferences, and pub- 
lished to the world in the book 
of minntss, should become the 
established book of state for this 
government, and every Chris- 
tian made to bow to the dilutee 
of that policy shifting sect ? If 


the Pope of Home, or Boms Car- 
dinal or Arch-bishop of the 
Romish Church bad passed that 
criticism opon the government of 
our country, we would not have 
wondered so much. Perhaps 
tbe speaker at this time telt his 
antagonism against the Old Or- 
der brethren who took the lib- 
erty to withdraw; or the Pro- 
gressive brethren who are lead- 
ing off in the reformatory move- 
ment. 

As to tbe observance of feet 
washing ; they rose (not) from 
Biipper, tor there was none on 
tbe tables, aud washed in the 
double mode with this modifica- 
tion: washing only two, and 
those must before redressing tbe 
(eet wash and wipe the feet of 
two, and so on all around. 

On the 21st I desired to be 
with tbe brethren st Mount 
Pleasant, Maryland, but I started 
to my two charges north of here 
on pastoral visits. The same 
evening I happend to see, for the 
first time, the German Baptist 
congregation of Pleasant Hill 
practice feet washing, in the 
single mode, at the Sugar Grove 
meeting house. This was for 
them getting near tbe example 
of our blessed Lord. G. B. Eld. 
Landon West, being a reformer 
witbin the G. B. camp, was there 
to give the directions how to of- 
ficiate. It was remarked by 
spectators that they never got 
through with the services with 
bo little confusion among them- 
selves, and in so short a time. 
One of our sisters complimented 
a G. B. sister for learning of ue 
hftw to come nearer the Gospel 
mode of practicing the command. 
Tbe compliment was, however, 
not very well received. It seems 
to hurt some lo think that we 
in the Brethren Church are in 
advance in this grand retortna- 
tinii and return to the primitive 
practice. It was in this church 
that tbe expulsion of KM. John 
Cadwallader, now deceased, and 
a number of other brethren, took 
place a number of years ago, for 
contending for the Gospel, and it 
only, in this and many other 
things. That act gave rise to 
the Congregational Brethren 
church in Pleasant I Li. 11 which 
uuited with the Brethren Church 
in the Dayton Convention. This 
congregation is now one of my 
charges. 

The G. li's. should now come 
to the Brethren and make ac- 
knowledgement for the gross 
wrong committed against them. 
They also had tbe supper on 
the table aud could, in imitation 
of the Master, rise from the sup- 
per. There is yet one thing we 
should like to see them do as we 
do. . The reason assigned by 
Eld. West for breaking the loaf 
to, and passing the cup to and 
from tbe sisters, we think most 
futile. He said, "Women had 
no part in breaking the body of 
our crucified Lord." Well neither 
did men break the body of 
Christ. See John 19 i 32. O, 
when will this idea of woman's 
inferiority and vassalage explode 
in the Dunkard Church.
